It is with much regret that we have to record the death en 13th 
January, 1946, of Mr. H. Vincent Garrett, at the comparatively 
tarly age of 60 years. : . 
` Mr. Garrett was appointed in the year 1918 to the post of Chief 
Librarian of the then newly-formed Technical Library of Messrs. 
Rowntree & Co. Ltd., York, and he held this position for some 
14 years. He may be regarded’as having been somewhat of a 
pioneer in the Technical Library world in Industry, for com- 
paratively few business concerns were interested in such Libraries 
it that period. - 

In September, 1924, a small Conference was held at Hoddesdon 
:o consider some of the many problems confronting those engaged 
n the handling of information. A Standing Committee was 
Ippointed at this Conference, and Mr. Garrett served on this 
committee, the main function of which was the formation of 
Aslib.

Aslib Study Group on Special Librarianship

German War Time Publications 


Enemy War Time Publications (Requirements) Committee 
(E.P.C.0.M.), was set up in August, 1945 to represent Govern- 
ment Depattments and British Libraries interested in the pro- 
curement of such books, petiodicals and works of continuation 
as were published in Germany between January, 1939 and May, 
1945. The main functions of the Committee were to produce 
a co-ordinated list of the total requirements of an academic, 
technical and scientific nature and to organise the procurement 
and disposal of this material, As the Trading with the Enemy 
Act is still in force, the normal methods of procurement by 
private trade are impossible. 


Many Government Departments, University Libraries, Learned 
Societies, Institutions and some learned individuals have already 
sent in their lists of requirements and when the desiderata are 
available in Germany and Austria they are being procured and 
made available by H.M.S.O., direct to the customer at a price to 
cover the cost of purchase, handling and distribution charges, 


A further list of requirements that have not already been sent 
in to the Committee is being prepared by the Foreign Group 
of the Associated Booksellers who are now represented on 
E.P.C.O.M., and these will be invoiced by H.M.S.O., at a price 
which will allow the book trade the normal trading profit. 

It should be pointed out : 

(1) that booksellers will obtain their requirements through 
E.P.C.O.M., and that placing of an order for war-time 
German publication with a bookseller in no way ensures 
a more rapid fulfilment of that order than if it had been 
made direct to E.P.C.O.M. - 


(2) that there is no method so far evolved for obtaining enemy 
publications published prior to 1939 or subsequent: to 
May, 1945, but that as soon as the satisfaction of require- 
ments of war-time publications can be foreseen, B.P.C.O.M. 
will give consideration to assisting agencies to obtain their 
pre- and post-war desiderata,

The Circle of State Librarians 

The Circle of State Librarians has been revived. Its 
objects are to facilitate the exchange of ideas and to 
further co-operation between State Libraries. The 
Circle grew up and flourished between the wars and 
owed much to the benign and scholarly influence of 
Sir Stephen Gaselee. In some ways it served as a club, 
though without premises of its own, and was instrum- 
ental in bringing together the men and women who were 
responsible for State Library Services. The new circle 
hopes to achieve the same end, and at the same time to 
discuss utilitarian measures of co-operation. 


Embracing almost every subject, the libraries of 
the State hold the key to a very wide range of knowledge. 
They vary in size from the vast storehouse of the 
British Museum to the information section of the newest 
reseatch unit. Although bilateral co-operation is 
freely practised, a clearer knowledge of each other’s 
resources, an established practice of mutual assistance 


-and co-ordination for common purposes cannot fail 


to improve the services of individual libraries. By 
arranging visits to other libraries, by discussing tech- 
niques and common problems and by other means it 
is hoped to give the librarians and their assistants 
opportunities for getting to know one another and for 
developing their combined resources. 


Membership is by election by the Committee, and 
is open to those employed in a State Library or In- 
formation Service, who possess such professional 
qualifications or experience as will satisfy the Com- 
The membership is intended to include all 
engaged in the storing and dissemination of knowledge 
such as archivists, intelligence officers of research de- 
partments and others whose interests and problems are 
similar to those of librarians. It is hoped to enrol- 
junior staff in addition to the seniors. A small annual 
subscription will be payable in order to maintain a 
live register and to defray expenses. 


The first general meeting of the Circle will take place 
in November.

Science’ Library Supplementary Lending Scheme 


The Science Library, which grants loan facilities to organisations 
carrying out scientific research or technical development work and 
is able to satisfy ultimately some 80 per cent of the requisitions it 
receives, is organising a co-operative lending scheme between 
borrowing organisations to supplement its own resources. 

At present a catalogue of the holdings of the organisation which 
have agreed to co-operate is being made. This catalogue utilises 
existing lists as far as possible and it is hoped that it will be possible 
to start using it at the end of this year. i 

Special Science Library requisitions are being printed and will be 
distributed to co-operating organisations about the end of Novem- 
ber. These forms will include a\special certificate which the 
borrower will complete should he desire the supplementary 
scheme to be used if the required publication is not available in the 
Science Library. If necessaty the Science Library will send this 
form to known holders of the required publication, Thereafter 


Before the. scheme was initiated informal discussions took place 
with some typical borrowers. These discussions revealed that the 
main fear of organisations was that they would be swamped with 
requests to lend to other organisations. To remove these fears 
the Science Library is prepared to accept into the suppleméntary 
scheme borrowers who specify that they will accept a maximum of 
ten requests to lend per year. 

The Science Library scheme overlaps to some extent the 
facilities offered by the N.C.L., but, besides-breaking new ground 
‘as it covets many state and industrial organisations not included 
in the N.C.L. scheme, the Science Library scheme has the advan- 
tage that it is grafted on to the main lending service for scientific 
and technical literature in this country. Its centralisation should 
make it rapid in operation. `

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The Annual General Meeting 


The 1946 Annual General Meeting was held on 
September 13th, the evening before the opening of the 
Conference itself. 


In addition to the routine work of the presentation 
of the audited accounts, the report of the year’s work, 
and so forth, two items of great importance io the 
future of Aslib were on the agenda. The first of these 
was the proposal that a joint committee of the British 
Society for International Bibliography and of Aslib 
should be formed to consider in detail the possibility 
of closer co-operation between the two organisations 
or their actual coalescence. The members present 
agreed that such a step was desirable and in due course 
the joint committee will submit its recommendations 
to both organisations. The fields of interest of the two 
bodies are not identical but in certain aspects they over- 
lap and they have many members in common. It is 
hoped that the friendly collaboration which has existed 
for so many years may lead to a scheme by which the 
characteristic functions of each organisation may be 
preserved, while duplication of clerical work and 
similar waste of effort may be eliminated. 


The second item of importance was the recommenda- 
tion by the Aslib Council that steps should be taken to 
alter the Memorandum and Articles of Association 
in certain directions which have been indicated in a 
note circulated to all members. Any such amendments 
would also have to be considered in relation to the 
possible amalgamation with the British Society for 
International Bibliography and the draft would be 
submitted to the Aslib membership. Such proceedings 
take time but it is hoped that a simplified method of 
conducting a contested election for members of 
Council may be in force by the 1947 Annual General 
Meeting. 


It was found that the formalities demanded by the 
Articles of Association did not allow the names of the 
newly elected Council to be announced only in the 
Bulletin, as had been recommended by the members at 
the 1946 Annual General Meeting. Members will since 
have received the result through the post and, we hope, 
will have returned the card of ratification. The proposed 
revision of the Articles of Association referred to above 
ought to make the voting procedure much simpler. In 
particular we hope it will provide a method of secret 
ballot. Several members, understandably, objected to 
signing the ballot paper, but had they been present 
during the rush of scrutiny, they would probably have 
been satisfied that secrecy was, in fact, maintained. The 
Minutes of the Annual General Meeting, together with 
a full list of the Council will be published in the Novem- 
ber issue of the Baletin.

The Intelligence Group in a Technical Team 


Str REGINALD SrRaDLING, President of Aslib for 
1946-47, delivered his Presidential Address at the 
opening of the twenty-first Annual Conference to an 
enthusiastic audience. It was one of the most ows- 
spoken and forthright papers that Aslib ever heard. 


He described graphically the type of organisation 
required for research work on the problems of an 
old industry such as building and civil engineering and 
carried out under State Control. The major difficulty 
in such work is that there are no ready-trained scientific 
workers. Directly a study is made of a long established 
human activity like building, it is realised that the 
academic divisions of science, found convenient for 
university teaching, have no divisioa specifically directed 
to the practical need of the industry. -The ideal or- 
ganisation is a closely-knit team of workers of widely 
differing trainings starting with the basic scientists and 
engineers, it is necessary to add economists, sociologists, 
doctors, statisticians, and men of industrial experience. 
Such ideas are not easily accepted either by the scientists, 
who think science is merely physical science, by mem- 
bers of an industry based largely on craftsmanship and 
small-scale business training or even by the Civil’ 
Service, who decline to acknowledge economics and 
sociology not only as sciences, but as fit members of 
a scientific team. 


The problem before a leader of a composite research 
team is not to do research, but to help to create the 
conditions under which his specialist colleagues can 
work without the feelings of frustration which can so 
easily result if an atmosphere of freedom is not allowed 
to develop and too much regimentation occurs. With 
research men their work usually means everything to 
them and any obstruction, real or imagined, can reduce 
their efficiency and output to a low figure. 


Since no specialist can hope to have a complete 
knowledge of science, since sharp divisions of know- 
ledge do not exist in practical work and since knowledge 
is not restricted to one language, there is a very special 
need for “ intelligence work ” as an integrated part of 
the research team in applied science. This is a common- 
place to those interested in Aslib, but is not yet grasped 
sufficiently by those who sometimes have a say in the 
conditions of work in research. It must cover day-to- 
day knowledge of the requirements of the rest of the 
team and also must warn them of developments in the 
industry for which the whole organisation is working. 
Thus the Intelligence Group can often, and should: 


always, hold the key position in a team. 

The training for a senior in intelligence work is 
every bit as lengthy and intensive as that of a specialist 
research worker in one of the academic divisions of 


“ science. Aslib has accomplished much by educating 
all of us as to the importance of the intelligence group, 
and it is with something approaching dismay that one 
realises some of the latest.tendencies in the grading of 
senior posts in this work. eae 


The training should be as wide as possible. A general 


degree in science should be the minimum, industrial. 


experience an added advantage and two or more 

foreign languages an essential.. Though a library is 

the natural centre round which such work should be 

organised, there is an attempt to belittle it by describing 

~. it as confined to the technique of cataloguing and 
handling books. 


The case has been stated for the need for highly 
and scientifically trained leadership in intelligence 
work for research ; but Sir Reginald emphasised that 
the problem appeared to be the same wherever technical 
staff wete working ‘together as a team; this might 
vary from the almost: pure science emphasis for the 
scientific research team to the almost pure “ English ” 
or literary emphasis required for the more public type 
of library work, where the general reader is the client. 

The President concluded his address with a plea 
for the intensive study of methods for dissemination 
of information ; on how to get it used.

The Annual Conference, 1946 


Over 250 members: and guests attended the Con- 
ference held at the Polytechnic, Regent Street, London, 
W.1, on September 14th and 15th. The Conference 
opened with an outstanding paper by the new President, 
Sir Reginald Stradling, of which mote is said elsewhere 
in this issue. The Chair was taken by Mr. C. LeMaistre, 
~ Chairman of the Aslib Council. An unusual incident 
during the Presidential address was a break in the 
middle. for a quarter of an hour, in order to allow 
members to see the ““fly past ” over London in com- 
memoration of the Battle of Britain. Since the line of 
flight was along Oxford Street, those who were 
fortunate enough to be invited to witness it from the 

roof of the Polytechnic had a grand-stand view. 


The President’s address was followed by a paper on 
“ The preparation and coverage of critical and select 
bibliographies ” by Mr. A. D. Roberts (Chairman : 
Mr. Theodore Besterman) which produced some 
informative discussion. 


Saturday afternoon was devoted to a session on a 
subject of wide interest to many members, the problem 
of industrial information services (Sir Reginald Stradling 
in the Chair). Sir Arthur Fleming, in conjunction with 
Miss B. M. Dent, presented a paper entitled “ What 
an industrialist expects of an information service ” 
in which the practice and experience of the information 
‘services of Metropolitan-Vickers Electrical Co. Ltd., 
was described in full and was further elaborated in 
response to subsequent discussion. This was followed 
by Professor Hutton’s interesting paper on the thorny 
question of “The communication of specialist in- 
formation to business executives”. A good deal has 
recently been published in regard to methods by which 

‘developments in science and technology may. be made 


< 


intelligible to the. non-scientific “ man-in-the-street ”’ 
but less has been said about the equally important 
problem of presenting highly technical results of scienti- 
fic research in a manner that may be quickly assimilated 


. by the busy industrialist. These two papers, together 
with Sir Reginald Stradling’s insistence in his morning ` 


paper on the importance oz the intelligence group in 
the technical team, make up a group of papers which 
will be-a valuable addition to similar material which 
has already been published in earlier Aslib Conference 


` Reports. 


Saturday closed with an evening session when Mr. 


T. D. Callander took the chair for Dr. L. J. Comrie, 


of the Scientific Computing Service. Mr. Callander 
demonstrated certain types of calculating machines 
and a typewriter with an extended keyboard. He also 
discussed the form and printing of mathematical 
tables, and the influence that this has on their legibility.

Dr. Comrie presented his erudite subject in an enter- . 


taining manner and many members expressed their 
appreciation of the opportunity to see, at close quarters, 
some of those machines whose simplicity of operation 
masks an almost incredible performance. 


Following the practice of recent years of surveying 
bibliographical and documentary links with other 
countries at the Aslib Conferences, Sunday morning 
was devoted to the consideration of various aspects of 
documentation in Europe to-day. It was started by 
two papers on renewed British contacts with Europe ; 
one by Mrs. Lancaster- Jones on the “ Present European 
demand for British scientific literature based on her 
work at the British Council with that section which 


arranges for the review of British books in foreign ~ 


journals, the other by Miss Esther Simpson on the work 
of the Society for Visiting Scientists in London. Mr. 
Ronald Fraser was, unfortunately, unable to be present, 
but his place was most ably filled by Colonel B. K. 
Blount who had travelled from the British zone in 
Germany specially for the session.

German publications for British libraries. Mr. Reuben 
Peiss of the Library of: Congress Mission made the 
mouth of British librarians water with his descriptions 
of the able manner in which accredited agents of the 
Library of Congress had followed hard on the heels 
of the armies and had'thus been able to acquire an 
immense amount of material for American libraries. 


After lunch at the Polytechnic, delegates settled down 
to listen to Mr. Colin Dean of the Crown Film Unit 
of the Central Office of Information, who described 
the making of a film about the Central Film Library. 
He was introduced by Mr. E. H. Lindgren of the 
British Film Institute and the paper was supplemented 
by the showing of two films, “ Library of Congress ” 
and “ Book Bargain ”, the latter being a short film

(“ As we may think”. The Atlantic. clxxvi. 101-8) 
explored the relationship between “ thinking man and 

_ the sum of our knowledge.” The plans must therefore 
be accommodating to “unforeseen change,” which is 
. asking a great deal of the architect and of the librarian. 
’ “The emphasis is on the increasing mechanization of the 
services ina large library. The possibilities of microfilm, 
microcards, slides and films are the more obvious ones ; 
but theré lurk other methods not merely in the range of 
ossibility but already in use in other connexions. There 
. is the punchcard, push-button, electric eye equipment 
now used in personnel records. In the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation fingerprints are matched in a few 
minutes against five million on file. - i 
The flexibility of design in libraries referred to by 
E. Carrer at the Aslib Symposium in May last year. 
. receives repeated attention. There is something very 
attractive about moveable walls and bays; how many 
‘of us have had an enormous desire to push the walls out 
< when faced with the “ quart-in-a-pint-pot ” dilemma ? 
There’ are articles on air-conditioning, sound control 
-and lighting. : 

Though technically interesting the articles -do not 
display inspired genius to match the Wellsian, dr should 
-one say Bushite, conception of the library of the future. 
There is no convincing hint of the shape of things to 
come. It is not reasonable to ask the architect to solve a 
problem in which essential data are omitted. It is up to 
librarians. themselves to grapple fearlessly and success- 
fully with their problem of the age. The “ book ” is too 
cumbersome.to store knowledge, though it may con- 
tinue almost perpetually as a medium of transmission of 
current knowledge. Yet there is not truly in sight a 
substitute for the book which is wholly satisfactory. 

It is to be hoped that the report of the Cd-operative 

_ Committee will lead the way to constructive and pene- 
trating thought. It should not be forgotten that Dr. 
Jons E. Burcuarn was appointed Director of Libraries 
at Massachusetts Institute of Technology some two 

- years ago with the avowed intention of instituting 
research in Library technique: With a man of his proved 
ability, and an Institute of unsurpassed reputation for 
leading the field, something sound should surely issue.

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Amalgamation — An Extraordinary General 
Meeting ; : 

The work of the joint Aslib—B.S.ILB. Committee, 
which was set up by the Aslib Annual General Meeting 
in September last year to work out the method by which 
closer contact, and possibly coalescence, with the British 
Society for International Bibliography might be effected, 
has now reached the point where the members should be 
consulted at an Extraordinary General Meeting. The 
Committee meetings have revealed considerable identity 
of interest and much goodwill between the two bodies, 
and very good progress has been made. 


It seems that the amalgamation can best be carried out 


by the creation of a nominally new body to take 
over the objects and assets of both the present organisa- 


tions. The drafting of a constitution for this new body ` 


in fact presents an admirable opportunity for bringing 
the present Memorandum and Articles of Association of 
Aslib up to date, and forincorporating the constitutional 
amendments proposed at the Annual General Meeting. 

A set of ‘Principles of Amalgamation’ has been 
agreed unanimously by the joint Committee ; presented 
to the respective Councils ; and accepted subject to the 
agreement of the membership in general meeting. 
Because the next logical step: is to prepare for, and 
possibly to incur expenses on account of, the actual 
process of amalgamation, the Council feels that the 
formal approval. of the Aslib membership for both the 
work accomplished and the procedure in view must now 
be obtained. An Extraordinary General Meeting is 
therefore being called for Friday 18th April, at 4.30 p.m., 
in the Friends’ House, Euston Road, London, N.W.1. 

A formal notice of this meeting will be circulated to 
all members soon, together with a copy of the Principles 
of Amalgamation and other relevant papers. Exactly 
similar papers are being circulated to the membership of 
the B.S.LB., which is holding its Extraordinary 
General Meeting on Tuesday, 15th April.

Special Libraries II: The Cecil Sharp Library 


The Cecil Sharp Library of the English Folk Dance 
and Song Society is based upon the private collection of 
works on balladry and dance made by the Founder of 
the Folk Dance Society and acquired under his bequest 
in 1930. In this collection are works in both branches of 
knowledge not easy to obtain elsewhere, and in some 
instances of great rarity. To it was added the Library of 
the Folk Song Society (founded 1899) when the two 
societies amalgamated in 1932 and the manuscripts of 
several well-known song-collectors including Lucy 
Broadwood and George Butterworth. (The Sharp 
Manuscripts were left to Clare College, Cambridge, but 
have been recorded by rotograph). There is a small 
basic collection of folk-lore, and works on the folk-play 
(intimately connected with the English Sword-dance) 
collections of madrigals, carols and popular songs, and 
on this foundation the Society is now building a Library 
for the comparative study of dance and song, in books, 
pamphlets, periodicals, and sound and pictorial records. 
The rare books include one of the two finest sets of 
Playford’s Dancing-Master extant, 18th-century collec- 
tions of dances published by the Walsh and Thompson 
firms—the 19th-century works of Thomas Wilson and 
Carlo Blasis and fine editions: of Feuillet and Essex. 

The books are arranged on a free adaptation of the 
Library of Congress system and catalogued by author 
and subject—different coloured cards being used to 





-distinguish books, pamphlets, photographs, etc. It is 


open for personal consultation by any bona fide enquirer 

from 2—4 p.m. every afternoon except Saturday,-or at 

other times by appointment, but books may be borrowed. 
for home-reading only by members of the Society, and 

certain books and rare items ate reserved for reference, 

An information service operates by post and telephone. 

Periodicals include: The Journal of the English Folk- 
Dance and Song Society ; Musical Quarterly ; The Library ;~ 
Countryman; Dance Index; Folk-Lore; Bealoideas and 

Southern Folk-lore Quarterly.

The Libraries section of UNESCO. 


The general scope and tasks of the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organisation are too 
well known to need detailed recapitulation here but one 
branch of its activities is of direct interest to Aslib. In 
order to carry out its great tasks UNESCO is divided 
into sections dealing with education, libraries and mu- 
seums, natural science, arts and letters, and mass 
communication. Its work will not supersede that of 
existing organisations but it will co-ordinate, stimulate 
and develop where necessary. Thus Aslib’s links with 
this world organisation ate three-fold, through the 
British National Co-operating Body, set up under the 


auspices of thé Ministry of Education, on the library 
section of which Aslib is represented; through such 
organisations as the Fédération Internationale de Docu- 
mentation of which Aslib is a member; and by personal 
links with Mr. Edward Carter, former Chairman:of the 
Aslib Council and now Counsellor for Libraries in 
UNESCO, and Mr. Theodore Besterman, former 
Editor and Executive Officer of the British Union 
Catalogue of Periodicals and Editor of The Journal of 
Documentation and now Counsellor, Bibliographical and 
Library Centre, UNESCO. a 

Thanks in large measure to sound preparatory work, 
the programme formulated by the Preparatory Commis- 
sion for the libraries section was accepted almost 
unchanged by the first conference of UNESCO, held in 
Paris in November and December, 1946. This pro- 
gtamme visualised the stimulation and correlation of 


existing services in the bibliographical field, the pro- ` 


motion of such services in areas where they had not yet 
been developed, and when necessary the performance by 
UNESCO itself of certain centralised activities. In 
addition, UNESCO would take an active part in the 
exploration of problems connected with such matters as 
copytight, standardisation, documentary reproduction, 
new techniques in publication, and in the application of 
mechanical aids to documentation. 

The programme drawn up by the Preparatory Com- 
mission rightly covered a wide field, for it was most 
important that the foundations of UNESCO should be 
so laid that, with growth and maturity, UNESCO could 
undertake all activities that could “ contribute to peace 
and security by promoting collaboration among the 
nations through education, science and culture”. 
Nevertheless no organisation could hope to implement 
the whole vast programme in the early months of its 
existence, and-at the first conference it was decided that 
priority should be given to the rehabilitation of library 
setvices in association with the Relief and Rehabilitation 
Section. The immediate result of this decision has been 
the formation of an International Clearing-house for 
Publications and, in connection with this, the taking 
over by UNESCO, as from 1st February, 1947, of the 
unallocated books and periodicals. collected by the 
Inter-Allied Book Centre in London. 

The mood of post-war disillusion in Great Britain-has 
produced in many people a scepticism concerning the 

* speed. with which the resolutions of vast international 
bodies can be translated into practice and it is therefore 
particularly pleasing to be able to record that UNESCO, 
through its libraries section, has already taken over the 
work of the Inter-Allied Book Centre. The January 
issue of the Library Association Record gave a stirring 
description of the success of the Centre in securing for 
war-damaged libraries books and periodicals collected 
through Salvage Drives and other means. It is good to 
know that through the agency of UNESCO those 
publications which have not already found appropriate 
homes, will be distributed to the best advantage amongst 
libraries which have suffered direct damage through war 
or through the interruption of communications. 
UNESCO will also have the task of distributing from 
large stockpiles in Czechoslovakia and Germany books 
whose owners can no longer be traced and who have 
probably perished in concentration camps and else- 
where. Where ownership can be traced it is, of course, 
an obligation upon the United Nations to return such 


books to their rightful homes, though it is to be feared _ 


that in a few instances libraries which have acquired such 
items through the accidents of war have not realised how 


serious is their obligat

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The Sheffield Conference 


A very successful one-day conference was organised 
by the Northern Branch of Aslib at Sheffield on 27 
March, 1947, in the Lecture Theatre of the Sheffield 
About a hundred members were 
present.

Special Libraries III: The Institution of 
Engineers and Shipbuilders in Scotland 


The library of the Institution of Engineers and 
Shipbuilders in Scotland is the principal library of its 
type in Scotland and contains about 9000 volumes. It is 
confined to works on natural science, engineering in all 
its aspects, shipbuilding and applied chemistry. A large 
number of technical periodicals from a number of 
countries is ‘held and included in the World List: , 

The Institution has a close association with the West 
of Scotland Iron and Steel Institute which is an entirely 
separate body, but whose library (2009 volumes) is 
housed in the same building. 

A combined card catalogue enables the entire stock to 
be surveyed, and arrangements have been made for 
interchange of facilities. The libraries are normally 
open only to their own members but are readily placed 
at the disposal of enquirers for reference purposes and, 
by special arrangement, borrowing. by non-members 
can sometimes be arranged. 

Liaison is also maintained with Glasgow Corporation 
libraries, and certain technical periodicals which are not 
bound by the Institution are later transferred to the 


- Mitchell Library (Central Reference Library of Glasgow) 


for permanent housing.

Annual Conference 


Members are reminded once again of the date of the 
Annual Conference, to be held this year at the London 
School of Economics and Political Science, Aldwych, 
W.C.z., on Saturday and Sunday, 20 and 21 Sep- 
tember.

National Library. The official publications of Switzer- 
land may emanate from the Commune, the Canton, or 
from the Federal Government, so that it was difficult 
before the appearance of this new bibliography to be 
familiar with all of them. A large number of the entries 
are concerned with local government and taxation, but 
many of the remainder are of much more than parochial 
interest. This should, for instance, be a most useful 
guide to information required by. statisticians and 
exporters. ` l 

The Scientific Bibliography covers a wide field of all 
the exact sciences, and mentions not only all the works 
printed or, published in Switzerland, but also all those 
concerning that country published abroad, and all 
publicatións by Swiss living outside and foreigners 
living within the Confederation. A Decimal Classifica- 
tion is employed appearing to differ from the U.D.C. 
only in the displacement of thè decimal point by the 
space -of one digit to the left. This departure from 
catholic custom is rather puzzling, as no indication is 
given in the-text of the bases of the classification 
employed. P.M.

tt Chemical Abstracts ’’ Formula Index 


The above is the title of a paper by W. F. Bruce, published in 
Chemical and Engineering News, 10 November 1946, vol, 24, No. 21, 
pp. 2982-3. The author suggests that the forthcoming Index of 

bemical Formule to“ Chemical Abstracts”. 1920-1946 should be 
expanded by including citations from Stelzner’s Literaturregister 
for 1920 and 1921 and from the Formelregister to Chemisches 
Zentralblatt, 1922-1942, which are not listed in the Chemical 
Abstracts formula index. By this arrangement the same “ com- 
plete ” coverage of the organic chemical literature now available 
in Beilstein’s Handbuch der Organischen Chemie to 1920 will be 
extended to 1947. 

While this suggestion is somewhat unorthodox, the advantages 
ate obvious, and are well documented in the article. It is estimated 
that the two German registers contain about 150,000-160,000 
references (or 26 per cent of the available C.A. references) which 
would not appear in a “ pure ” C.A. index. R. S.S.

; Faced with the necessity of rebuilding practically 
everything literally from the ground up Poland is per- 
haps to be envied as well as pitied—envied because of 
the opportunities she now has of creating national 
institutions with logical.and modern foundations. 


The Polish Book ‘Reseatch Institute is one of these a 
new creations. It is at present situated in Lodz, and is’ 


specifically intended to be the national. centre. for 
documentation, in all branches of knowledge, and for 
the maintenance” of contacts with similar ioreign 
organisations; 


The kernel' of the Institute is to, be a special biblio: ; 


graphical library containing books and periodicals on

- Ín Great Britain thet two chief agencies for the loan of 
non-fiction publications to accredited borrowers are the 
National Central Library and the Science Museum 
Library. The National Central Library, through the 
net-work of the regional library bureaux, gives access to 
stocks of over seventeen million books and by arrange- 
ment with its 166 “ outlier ” libraries can call upon 
another vast collection of specialist material. The 
Science Museum Library, at South Kensington, with its 
very large holdings of scientific and technical periodicals 
as well as ovet 300,000 volumes, is one of the chief re- 
sources for the industrial research worker. By its recent 
inauguration of the Supplementary Lending Scheme the 
Science Library can also call on the holdings of co- 
operating specialist libraries and has thus still further 
improved its service. 

Between them these two libraries should be able to 
cater for’ most of the needs of Aslib members, but, 
because their needs are usually highly specialised and the 
material required is often in very short supply, Aslib is 
willing to offer what assistance it can provide when these 
- primary resources fail. Aslib cannot conjure the missing 
docuinént,.from nothingness, but thanks to the co- 


operation shown by a numbér of members, it has. 


contacts ; which sometimes enable it to locate such 
material in a. private library and:to arrange œ loan in 
special circtimstances.’ For overseas members, when 
loan of the-actual document is impracticable, Aslib’s 
sérvice of documentary reproduction can be employed 
and a copy of an article can generally be supplied in 
microfilm or photostat. Aslib should not, however, be 
asked to negotiate loans unless the ordinary machinery 
has failed to produce the required publication. The 
approach’-to the National Central Library -should -be 
through the local university or special library ; appli- 
cation to the Science Museum Library can. be made 
direct by organisations and institutions on behalf. of 


their members. It would also be of great assistance ifany ° 


sources, previously tried without success could be noted 
on these applications. 

The above statements, will be familiar to many 
members of Aslib but they have to be reiterated from 
timé to time both in explanation to new members and 
by way of reminder to older ones who tend to ‘drop back 
into the easier habit.of calling upon Aslib before having 


explorec. other possibilities. It is always a little puzzling 
that this tendency persists. Some members appear to 
think that Aslib can produce a short-cut to the location 
of loan material but a little reflection will show that in 
fact the opposite is likely to happen. Unless Aslib is 
specifically told that the Science Library and the National 
Central Library have already been tried, these channels 
will be its first line of approach—except, of course, in. 
those few instances where the unusual nature of the- 
publication indicates at once that it is only likely to be 
found in some very specialised collection. In afew. 


“cases, (and these ate happily very few), members appear 


to trust to Aslib to fill out a reference too incomplete to 
be accepted by either the National Central Library or the 
Scienze Library | Bis 


In these present days: ‘of man-power shortage and 
arrears of work arising from war-time dislocation, it is 
probzble that there are vety few libraries which can 
contemplate the efficiency of their services, loan or 
otherwise, with full satisfaction. It is, however, seldom 
appreciated that constructive criticism can be one of the 
most powerful influences in enabling a library to re- 
condition itself. The criticism must be specific and 
framed in such a manner that the facts can be brought 
to the notice of the library authorities. Mere abuse helps 
no-one but many a librarian who is conscious of the 
shortcomings of his service would be thankful for 
ammunition to back up his plea for more staff or a 
re-organisation of the library lay-out. Sometimes 
delays aze due to the borrowers’ own fault and a letter 
to the librarian will result in explanations that will 
smooth the future relationship for both sides. In short, > 
for ordinary straight-forward library loans, don’t fall 
back on Aslib until you have ascertained that there is 


“some teal obstacle to satisfactory service through the 


establisked library organisation. 


Aslib exists to. help members and will continue to 
endeavout to fill in “ gaps ” in the loan services but the 
healthy development of the regional library systems 
depends in large measure on the full participation of all 
types of library usets. If the local libraries and the 
regional systems ate not used by industrial and research 
librarians they cannot be expocied't to be able to develop ` 
that side of their functions.

This admirable little book illumines the breadth of 


American library interests. Even the word ‘ vicinity in ~ 


the title connotes an area of 200 miles radius. The 286 
libraries listed contain, inter alia, the largest collection 
of orchestral scores in the world, outstanding collec- 
tions on the Quakers, Lutherans, Moravians, the 


Inquisition, Elizabethan dictionaries, and of every city- 


directory published in the U.S. and Canada. Commercial 
organisations have noteworthy collections on the 
history of their trades, on railroading and type faces ior 
example. -Enviously one may-feel that too much of the 
cream of the old world has beer skimmed, and that to 
go to Philadelphia, say, for information on Dickens is 
incongruous. One cannot cavil, however, at the care 
with which these treasures are housed, nor with the 
manner in which the Philadelphia Bibliographical Cen- 
tre and Union Library Catalogue co-ordinates all this 
bubbling library activity. It is a model of regional 
enterprise. : P.M.

RESEARCH AND THE SMALLER Firm. Report of Con- 

` ference arranged by the Manchester Joint Research 
Council and held at the Albert Hall, Manchester, on 
October 16th, 1946. (The Council) pp. 104. 


This one-day, conference was arranged as a result of 
the desire of the Manchester Joint Research Council, 
formed two yeats ago, to encourage discussion of 
tesearch and scientific subjects, for which purpose the 
three papers which formed the basis were circulated 
beforehand. “The meeting consisted;therefore;entirely - 
of discussion apart ftom introductory remarks by the 
authors of the papers, Mr. C. G. Renold, Dr. C; J. T. 
Cronshaw, and Dr. F. C. Toy. The Chair was taken at 
the morning and afternoon sessions by Dr. P. Dun- 
sheath, and Sir Edward V. Appleton respectively. 

The appointment -of a development officer, it was 
suggested by Mr. Renold in his paper, who would have 
the responsibility of co-ordinating the three aspects of 
research work, that is, recognition, investigation and 
application, would solve the management problem. 
Such an appointment would doubtless be a step in the 
tight direction in the case of firms already willing to 


carry out research work but figures quoted by Dr. Toy 
show that British industry contains an overwhelming 
number of very small firms. He states that, in his 
expeziznce, most of these smaller firms were not 
interested in carrying out scientific research or financing 
such r2search for their own benefit. The reason for this 


lies perhaps in the remark made by Dr. Dunsheath in his ` 


Chaizman’s Address that people ‘ do sot believe in it’ 
and “feel it to be something of a luxury’, an attitude 
which conferences such as this go far to dissipate. 

The conference was attended by tepresentatives of 
some 200 firms, members of Manchester University, the 
College of Technology, technical, scientific and trade 
organisations.

The Aslib Council : 
Owing to the approaching amalgamation of Aslib 
with the B.S.1.B. there would seem to be a case for the 
- suspension this year of the customary method of nom- 
ination and election of new members of Council. The 
B.S.1.B. have, in fact, already decided in General 
Meeting that, so far as they are concerned, their preseat 
honorary officers and members of Council shall coa- 
tinue in office unchanged’ until after the amalgamation 
shall have been effected. Both bodies have agreed that a 
main principle of the amalgamation shall be that for che 
first year, and for that year only, their Councils shall join 
together as one, so that the details unprovided for by 
the new constitution may be fully discussed, anc a 
useful continuity of policy assured. At the end of tkis 
first year it is intended that all members will have zo 
resign, and that elections for an entirely new Council 
should take place under the provisions of the new 
Constitution. 


Election arrangements under the present constituticn 
involve a postal ballot if more nominations are received 
than there are vacancies, and therefore if more than ten 
nominations ate received by July 1st a postal ballot will 
be necessary. If fewer than ten nominations are received, 
the Annual General Meeting is empowered to request 
-membets, who would otherwise have had to resign 
from the Council, to continue in office, or it may reduce 
the numbers of the Council for the time being. © 

. This year, with a view to the forthcoming transition, 
there is much to be said for avoiding a contested elec- 


tion, and we do ask Aslib members to bear all these.

The Co-operative Committee on Library Building 
Plans was formed in 1944 by the presidents of a number 
of American universities and colleges for the purpose 
of improving the planning of university library build- 
ings. It is important to note that neither the American 
Library Association nor the American Institute of 
Architects is a sponsoring agency, though both these 
organisations are interested in the work of the Com- 
mittee. The Committee, whose membership is made up 
for the most part of librarians, recognises however, that 
it has a responsibility beyond that of serving the particu- 
lar needs of the institutions it represents. For this 
reason the .Rockefeller Foundation has awarded it a 
grant which will enable all interested institutions to 
receive full reports of its meetings. 


It is obvious from these first two reports that the 
Committee has been successful in its determination to 
avoid the. temptation of planning the ideal or model 
library building. The discussions have been confined 
for the most part to the advantages and disadvantages of 
existing libraries and library equipment and the merits 
of several proposed plans. The reports of these most 
illuminating discussions, which ranged from the con- 
trol of library thefts to the technicalities of lighting and 
air conditioning and other engineering and structural 
details, have been most lavishly illustrated with archi- 
tectural layouts which will tend to make the present 
shortage of building materials all the more poignant 
for librarians in this country ! 


These minutes constitute an interim report of the 
respective conferences; the Committee hopes to pub- 
lish a final report of its findings, in book form, later on 
in the year.

Asour a year ago the Agent General for Ontario in 
London felt that it would be a wise thing to open a 
Library of Canadiana in Ontario House, where people 
intezested in Canada could easily obtain information of 
all so-ts about Canada in general, and about the Province 
of Ontario in particular. 

From small beginnings the Library has developed into

~- Library 
Tue Library of the Royal Empire Society, formerly the 
Royal Colonial Institute, was founded in 1868 with the 
purpose of providing a reference library devoted.to the 
-life and problems of the countries comprising che 
British Empire. Not only their discovery, exploration, 
and history were to be fully represented, but also their 
culture, social life, art and letters ; and the Library 3 has 
always aimed at securing a very high proportion of 
books written and published in territories overseas. 
Accounts of the Library-as it was in 19 36, and by then 
it had réached its 250,000 mark, will be found in the 


` Library ‘Association ‘Record, December 1936, and Asib 


Information, June 1937. As a result of bombing, scme 
30,000 books were lost, and many thousands more 
damaged by fire and water. Several rooms, including 
two reading rooms, were either destroyed or gutzed, 
and their equipment totally lost. Fortunately the card 


catalogue was virtually untouched.. Every effort is 


. being made to restore the Library to its former condition. 


and, thanks -to the unstinting generosity of many 
friends here and overseas, donations have gone far to re- 
place losses. But the handicap of having so much shelving 
and working space out of use for anindefinite number of 
years renders the work of restoration slow. The old 
Law Library was totally destroyed, andit is the present 


‘intention to create a “ background” law collection— 


constitutional and administrative law, statutes, Govern- 
ment Gazettes and legal periodicals—to provide the 
legal aspect of any subject within the Library’s scope. 
An important feature of the Library is its collection of > 
official reports and documents published by Dominion.

Nations. There is a sound bibliographical collection on 
the countries of the Empire. Apart from its unique 
collection of books on every country of the Empire, 


the Library receives currently some 560 periodicals; antl ~ : 


300 overseas daily and weekly newspapers. _. 

A new feature is the creation of an Empire Informa- 
tion Bureau, in close contact with the Library, to answer 
day-to- -day questions, to: supply guidance and informa- 
tion on all matters of Empire interest, and to co-ordinate 
other existing: sources of information. It has issued. 
series of Information Papers on colonial territories based 
on information collected locally, and designed to 
answer many of the questions put by intending visitors , 
and settlers. So far 12 of these papers have appeared, in . 
mimeographed form, and the ‘information contained’ 
therein is kept continually up to date and revised. . ` 

The Information Bureau is open freely to all enquiters : 
(9.30—-5.30 p.m.). The Library also, although wholly” 
maintained by the Society without endowment or 
assistance ftom public funds, is open freely to any 
qualified reader for purposes of reference or research.

The 22nd Annual General Meeting 

Tue 22nd Annual General Meeting of Aslib was held 
on Friday, September’ 19th, the evening before the 
opening of the Conference, One hundred and fifty-one 
members were present and Mr. C, Le Maistre (Chairman 
. of Council) acted as Chairman in the absence of the 
President who, as announced in the last i issue of this 
bullezin, was on a mission abroad: 

Apart from the purely. routine items of business, such 
as thz report on the year’s work of Aslib, the presenta- 
tion of accounts, etc., the main items on the, agenda 
were the election of Council and Honorary Officers and 
a stetement on the work of the joint committee of 
Aslib and the B.S.I.B., which had been working towards 
coalescence of the two bodies.. This gave a most 
enccuraging picture of the progress which has been 
made since the formation of the committee. The full 

-text of the statement is given elsewhere in this issue. 

Ir: view of the approaching amalgamation the Council 
had nominated the present Honorary Officers of Aslib 
for re-election; these appointments were unanimously 
ratified, Four members of the Council, Mr. Agard 
Evans, Miss M. Couldrey, Mr. T. M. Herbert and Me. 
E. N. Simons, retired automatically having served 
the longest periods and Mr. Francis Hughes and Mr., 
J. G. Pearce had both resigned. The six nominations to 

. fill the vacancies thus caused were accepted em masse and 
we are most pleased to welcome the nominees, Messrs. 
Bonser, Eaton, Enthoven, Schultze; Withers and Miss

The Effect of Atomic Energy on Scientific and Technical Publications 


In the opening speech to the 22nd Conference, Professor 
Rudolf E. Peierls (Department of Mathematical Physics, 
Birmingham University) analysed the present situation 
as regards the release of information on atomic energy 
and the application of the Atomic Energy Act and the 
Official Secrets Act. : 

The Official Secrets Act covered the revelation of 
information about, or originating from, prohibited 
places and information potentially useful to an enemy. 
Material protected by the Act was, in practice, the 
contents of documents labelléd secret. The Atomic 
Energy Act covered all information in the possession of 
government employees and of consultants employed by 
the government as well as information unlawfully 
obtained. The secrecy clause in the Atomic Energy Act 
gave a surprisingly wide definition; it mentioned 
information about actual or proposed plants for the 
production of atomic energy, but the word “ plant” 
in this case implied “everything from a screwdriver 
up” and involved any preparatory activity for its 
production. 

It was not, however, an offence to repeat what had 
already been published without violating the Atomic 
Energy Act, e.g. matter published abroad, or to give 
information on methods in general use for other put- 
poses than production of atomic energy. The Minister 
of Supply could, under the Act, exempt certain classes 
of information, and had done so, but this exemption 
only applied to the Atomic Energy Act and disclosures 
might still violate the Official Secrets Act. 

Machinery had been set up to deal with the “ declas- 
sification” of reports for publication, whereby any 
teports containing information subject to secrecy regu- 


lations were submitted to and. scrutinized. by experts .

Amalgamation of Aslib and B.S.I.B. 
Ar the Annual General Meeting on September roth, 
the Chairman of Council, Mr. C. Le Maistre, made the 
following statement on the amalgamation of Aslib and 
the B.S.LB. : 

“At the Annual General Meeting last year the 
amalgamation of Aslib and the B.S.I.B. was agreed and a 
special joint-committee was set up ‘to work out a 
method in which the two bodies could be brought 
together... .’ 

This joint-committee has worked so harmoniously 
that by April this year both Aslib and the B.S.LB. were 
able to call extraordinary meetings, at which the under- 
lying principles on which it was recommended that the 
amalgamation should take place were agreed by the 
members of both organizations, and full powers were 
given to the respective Councils to take all the necessary 
steps to. carry the amalgamation into effect. Thanks 
particularly to Dr. Bradford’s most helpful co-operation 
the joint-committee in six months had not only brought 
_ the two bodies together but had also made their actual 

coalescence possible. f 

The opportunity is being taken, in connection with 


the amalgamation, of thoroughly revising the Aslib- 


Memorandum and Articles of Association, which in 
themselves have been accepted as a basis for the new 
organization. The joint-committee is continuing its 
work, and a drafting sub-committee has completed a 
new draft constitution incorporating the amendments 
proposed and generally approved at the A.G.M., 


called “ responsible reviewers,” who acted on a set of 
rules; the reviewers could not, however, give authority 


for the release of any particular information ; they acted 


only as advisors and the final responsibility for declassi- 
fication had to be taken by officials of the appropriate 
Ministry who acted on the authority of the Minister. In 
addition to the secrecy question, these officials also had 


to bear in mind that the information revealed might |. 


represent inventions in the sense of patent law; which 
again might cause delay in declassification. Another 
complicatioa in the way of declassification was the 
difficulty for the reviewers of keeping abreast with all 
declassified papers and published articles, at least in their 
own special field, which represented a most formidable 
job with the rapidly increasing amount of such literature. 

This procedure for declassification obviously required 
a good deal of flexibility in its application, but there were 
in the Atomic Energy Act powers which, less intelli- 
gently applied, might prove extremely dangerous; it 
was largely a matter of opinion what the limits were, but 
these could only become clear when someone went too 
far. Even wien there were no prosecutions, their legal 
possibility might well hamper scientific freedom. 
Editors of scientific journals might be intimidated by 
the risk into submitting papers to a voluntary censor- 
ship, but so far scientific publishers had not seemed 
easily intimidated. 

Professor Peierls concluded with a plea that, to 
prevent any possible future misuse of the secrecy 
clause and the uncertainty it might create, scientists and 
those concerned with scientific publications should keep 
themselves informed about the position, to be ready to 
make their case if need be.

This draft constitution is still being edited, and has 
not yet been adopted by the Council. The.main modi- 
fications will be in the Objects of the Association, which 
are being broadened to accommodate those of the 
B.S.1.B. and also our own increased activities, and to 
include powers of teaching and of professional, improve- 
ment; in the types of membership, which have been 
altered to conform with actual requirements to-day and 
to provide for junior or student members; in the 
creation of four vice-presidencies ; in a simplification of 


` the method of electing Council which will alow of an 


easier postal ballot, when this is necessary ;' and in 
alterations to the method of collecting subscriptions to 
assist Aslib accounting and those members who prefer 
to pay on account of a definite financial year. 

The tim2-table which the Council has in mind pro- 
vides for the new body to be incorporated on the 
ist January, 1948. This means that both the present 
Aslib and B.S.I.B. organizations will have to go into 
liquidation as soon as possible after this date so that 
their assets and liabilities may be transferred to the new 
organization. An extraordinary general meeting will be 
called to authorize this transfer. 


- Before December 31st a copy of the new Memoran- 
dum and Articles will be sent to each member. It is noz 
` possible to do this at the present time because the draf- 
is still subject to amendment by the Board of Trade, 
the D.S.LR. and the Councils of Aslib and the B.S.I.B. 
The Principles of Amalgamation have already been 
circulated to the membership, and published in th2 
bulletin, and every effort will be made to keep members 
fully informed as the amalgamation progresses. You 
may rest assured that your Council members have givea 
and are giving these matters, in every detail, theirt- most 
assiduous” and .careful consideration and that all the 
legal aspects of the new Constitution will be duly taken 
cate of. Finally, we feel sure that this amalgamation will 
redound to the benefit of both organizations and that 
this union—this unity of action—will give added 
strength at home and abroad both in dignity ard 
effectiveness.” 


` 17th Conference of the F.I.D. 
EIGHTEEN countries were represented at the 17h 
Conference of the International Federation for Doca- 
mentation (F.I.D.), which was held in Berne from 
August 24th to 30th. Representatives of U.N.O., 
‘Unesco, I.S.O. (international Organization for Stan- 
dardization) and I.F.L.A. (International Federation of 
Library Associations) were present by special invitaticn. 
The conference was an “open” one, and twelve 
delegates from the United Kingdom were present. 
Though the programme was a strenuous one (8.30 a.m. 
to 11 p.m. for those attending committee meetings as 
well as the conference sessions) the occasion was most 


enjoyable. The lovely old town of Berne formed a . 


erfect setting and Swiss hospitality was most generoas, 
including an excursion to the mountains, a motor drt.ve 
to the walled town of Morten and an official dinner. 

The President, Mr. C. le Maistre, C:B.E., presidec at 
all meetings of the F.I.D. Council and at meetings of zhe 
Committees on Ways and Means, Standardization, end 
Statutes. Meetings were conducted in English end 
French, and great service was done by Mr. J. E. 
Holmstrom who acted as one of the official interpreters. 
The Council and the Conference learnt with great regret 
that the General Secretary of the F.L.D., Mr. Donker 
Duyvis, was unable to be present as he had not yet fally 
recovered from an accident. Telegrams expressing 
sympathy and good wishes were sent to him, and a reply 
of thanks was received and read by the President at the 
closing Session of the Conference. 

The most important matters discussed by the Council 
were as follows : 

Revision of the Statutes of the F.IL.D. A draft of the new 
Statutes, presented by a Committee appointed at the 
Council meeting in Paris, November, 1946, was accepted 
in principle and the General Secretary was authorized 
to circulate it to the National Committees. for ratifica- 
tion. The draft Statutes defined four classes of member- 
ship as follows: 

National members, of which there shall be only one 
from any country, consisting of National Commi-tees 
. fepresenting organizations and individuals interested 
in the objects of the Federation ; 
International Members, consisting of internat:onal 
organizations ; 
Associate Members, consisting of organizations or 
individuals who will be admitted only from courtries 
which have not yet formed National Commitcees ; 


~ 


associate membership will be discontinued as soon as 
the National Committee of each country has been 
admizted as a National Member of the F.1D. ; 
Henorary Members, consisting of distinguished . 
individuals whom the F.I.D. may wish to honour, 


In order that decisions may, when necessary, be taken 
betweea meetings of the Council, provision is made for 
the. formation of an executive Committee consisting of 
the President, the Senior Vice-President, the General 
Secretary, the Treasurer, and three other members of 
the Ccuncil. 

Finance. The Sub-committee and the Council accepted 
the Hon. Treasuret’s estimated budget for 1947, pro- 
viding for a total income of 17,000 Dutch florins, 
which was based on the fact that the large amount 
of wozk done in the past by the General Secretariat 
could no longer be continued on a purely voluntary 
basis. Contributions from National Committees were 
determined on a basis approximating to that adopted by 
the 1.8.0. Accordingly the smaller countries are now 
asked to double their pre-war contributions, and larger 
countries are asked to increase theirs by a higher ratio, 
Proposed contributions of the U.K. and France are 
raised from 300 to 2,750 Dutch florins (about £30 to 
£250). The proposed contribution of the U.S.A. (a new 
memter) is 3,500 Dutch florins. 

Financial assistance is to be sought from Unesco for 
specific projects and the Ways and Means Committee is 
to consider the question of what tangible benefits can be 
offered to the National Committees in return’for their 
financial contributions. One benefit might be a definite 
numker of free copies.of the Review of Documentation. 

Standardization. The work of the former I.S.A. 
Committee on Documentation is now being taken up by 


` the I.S.O. who had appointed Mr. Vetsch (Switzerland) ` 


as their representative in discussions with F.I.D. with 
regard to collaboration. 
Relations with LF.L.A. The President of the F.I.D. 
reported that he had had conversations with Dr. 
Munoche, President of ILF.L.A., who had assured him 
that 1.F.L.A. was anxious to co-operate with the F.I.D. 
on all matters of mutual interest; to this end it was 
esser.tial that the National Members of F.I.D. and 
LF.L.A. should collaborate as closely as possible in each 
country. ` , 
There are-at present eleven National Members of the 


-F.I.D. in the following countries: Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, France, Holland, Italy, Roumania, 


Sweden, Switzerland, United Kingdom and the U.S.A.

The Import of Books, Periodicals and other 
Printed Matter ; 


THE Import Licensing Department of the Board of 
Trade has issued two Notices, Nos. 261 and 263, which 
give the main regulations now governing the import of 
this material into the United Kingdom. 

Many members have asked for elucidation on some 
of the points contained in these Notices, and we hope 
the following observations on the position at the 
moment of going to press—late September-—-may 
help them. 

In the first place it should be realized that periodicals 
and books may still be imported as single items under 
the Open General Licence which has been in force since 


the beginning of the war, and no separate licence is 
required. This applies to one volume at a time only, 
and recipients are advised to preserve the wrappers in 
which the publications are received, so that they may be 
exhibited at the bank if this is necessary for currency 
purposes. 

For all imports of two items or more a licence is 


necessary, and this is so whether it be free material such - 


as catalogues or costly books. Most librarians will 
probably wonder how they are to provide licences for 
parcels they cannot possibly know to be on the way, 
gifts and exchanges for instance. There does not seem 
to be any official solution to this, but on the one hand 
it should be remembered that the licence may be taken 
out on a three months basis with nominal entries foz the 
_ weight and value of the goods to be imported. and on 
the other we should all do our utmost to impress on our 
foreign relations that they should put a clear list of the 
contents on the cover of every packet they send. This 
is important, and’ we trust that all our members abzoad 
will do this for us. It will prevent parcels being held up 
in the Customs while a harassed librarian is asked to 
declare the contents of a parcel of which he knows 
nothing. : 

Libraries or organizations which require two or more 
copies of particular periodicals or books may them- 
selves apply for a bulk licence and, if they wish, specify 
the bookseller through whom they wish the orders to 
pass. Applications in this form should clearly distin- 
guish the different uses for which the material is required 
ie. for the library itself, for teaching purposes, for 
research, for the management or staff, for students, etc. 
For members who fear that their booksellers may have 
difficulty in supplying their needs this separate applica- 
tion for a licence may-.be most helpful to both. 

‘Where the booksellers’ “ value of pre-war imports ” 
is used as the standard of import allowed, this is at the 
tate.of 100 per cent. per country from which the 
imports were received before the war. The fact that in 
pre-war days a bookseller obtained three-quarters, by 
value, of his material from Germany and one-quarter 
from the U.S.A., does not now allow him to obtain one- 
quarter from Germany and three-quarters from the 
U.S.A. Import Notice No. 263, however, refers speci- 
fically to “learned, scientific and technical books in 
English,” which seems to imply that those in a foreign 
language will find an easier entry into this country in 
that a licence for them will more readily be granted. 

We hope members will let us know of any difficulties 
they experience in the operation of these regulations, as 
any evidence that they are operating to the detriment of 
research and the export trade will have to be made 
public as soon as possible. Finally, may we again 
remind out friends abroad to put that complete list of 
the contents on all the packets they send to this country ; 
it may save much delay. 





The National Institute of Economic and Social 
Research 
Aut social and economic science research workers, and 
many in other fields, will undoubtedly be very interested 
in the Report” prepared under the auspices of the 
National Institute of Economic and Social Research on 
.the problems of social and economic research arising 
from the relations between Government Departments 
and Academic Bodies. It is intended for private circula- 
tion only, but the Institute has very kindly made several 


copies available to Aslib for loan to. members.’ All 
Universities and organizations directly involved in 
social and economic research will be receiving copies 
direct from the Institute. 

The Report is advisory to the new Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee announced in the House of Com- 
mons by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in January 
this yezr. This Committee is to show Departments the 
potential research value of their information ; to suggest 
new methods and areas of collection ; and to advise how 
research workers may have access to material gathered 
by Departments for their own uses, but which may also 
have great value in research work. The advice given in 
the Report is comprehensive and practical and in great 
part relevant to all Government Departments and «heir 
kindred research workers. It-consists of fifteen con- 
structive proposals which range over questions such as 
the puklication of official statistics, the accessibility of 
documents, the responsibilities of universities, macaine 
methods of tabulating data,.and the stimulation by 
Departments of research they would like to see under- 
taken, There is also a useful appendix which sets forth 
some of the major collections, tabulations and analyses 
known to exist in Government Departments., 

The Institute has also provided Aslib with copies, 
available on loan to members, of the first four issues of 
its Register of Research in the Social Sciences in progress and 
in plant which cover the years from 1943 to 1947. 
This Register records, firstly, all studies which could 
not be undertaken single-handed and for which, there- 
fore, assistance, financial or otherwise, is normally 
required and, secondly, studies undertaken by holders 
of reseerch grants and posts. Although primarily 
intendec. for private circulation to the contributing 


-Universities and Societies the Register forms-such-a-. _ 


useful key that no hard and fast embargo has been put 
on communication of its contents on a wider basis. The 
use of the Register is left to the discretion of librarians. 
There are obvious objections to popular publicity being 
given ta research still in progress, and these are the 
main reasons for the present restricted circulation. The 
material is classified in the Register under the main 
headings of Cultural Anthropology, Demography, 
Econom:cs, Education, Geography, Industrial Relations, 
International Relations, Law, Political Science and 
Public Administration, Psychology, Social Medicine, 
Sociology and Surveys, and Bibliography. Although 
the Editor modestly suggests that the form and con- 
tents of the Register could be improved, and invites 
comments from users,.the whole work is most ably 
planned end very well presénted. It is, in fact, a model - 
which we hope will be followed some day in all the 
other main fields of research.

Science Museum Library Photocopying Service 


Tus Science Library, in a recent circular, has announced 
that it will commence a photocopying service in the 
early part of next year. The most interesting feature of 
this service will be the low cost—a2s. for a readable copy 
of an article in a periodical of up to 20 pages. At this 
price many organizations will no doubt find it as cheap 
to obtain a copy of an article of normal length as to 
borrow the publication, even if the copy is destroyed 
after perusal, for the shortest articles are often in the 
heaviest volumes. 


The low price is only possible as the service has been 
planned on mass production lines. All copies will be 
photostat negatives reduced to about 80 per cent. of 
the original size on sheets either o}in. by 8in. or 
13gin.-by gin. approximately. Publications which can- 
not be satisfactorily copied in this way will not be 
copied. To eliminate accounting costs the service will 
only be available to purchasers of requisition forms. 
Books of 50 forms will be available for £5. 


It is understood that the Science Library Lending 
Service will not be stopped when the new service is 
statted, but the new service will have priority over the 
lending service and the non-loanable categories may be 
increased. ~ 


The demands on this copying service will be apprec- 
iable but its approximate dimensions are unknown. To 
assist the Science Library in making adequate provision 
for the introduction of the service, organizations who 
ate likely to utilize it have been asked to forward an 
estimate of their annual requirements by October 31st. 
If necessary, the sale of books of requisition forms will 
be restricted to eliminate overloading: if the copying 

~equipment- which is to be installed initially is adequate 
the requisition forms will be made generally available. 
The question of foreign use has not yet been decided. 


The advantages of the new service to the Science 
Library are considerable. It will be possible for it to 
meet the ever increasing demand for scientific and 
technical literature without reduplication of its holdings, 
and a great deal of the clerical work required to maintain 
waiting lists in connection with the existing lending 
service will be eliminated. The service to remote users 
should improve and the reference value of the Science 


Library will be increased due to a decrease in the amount _ 


of literature on loan when required, and the wear and 
tear on publications in the. post will be avoided. 


Full details of the copying service are to be issued 
about the beginning of January, 1948, but it is clear 
that the main difficulty facing it arises from the Copy- 
right Act, and at first requisitions for copies of British 
publications published since 1850 must be accompanied 
by the written approval to copy from the publisher. 
Whilst at present only 25 per cent. of the publications 
issued on loan by the Science Library are British the 
nuisance value of this restriction will be appreciable. 
The Science Library has made some tentative approaches 
to some learned societies to obtain general approval to 
copy their publications and pending the revision of the 
Copyright Act it is hoped that this approach to the 
problem will be successful. 


The results of this experiment will be of interest to a 
wider public than the users of the Science Library and 
it is hoped that a fuller account of the service will be 
published elsewhere.

Unesco in the United Kingdom 


Ar the end of Unesco’s first year of existence, it is 
interesting to survey the work which has been carried 
out in the various countries and in particular in the 
United Kingdom. To far too large a section of the 
public Unesco is but another set of initials denoting a 
vague, tather remote, body consisting of innumerable 
large committees, which confine their activities to 
infrequent and lengthy meetings in one of the sunnier 
and better-fed countries of the world. It is, therefore, 


‘cheering to learn of the actual steps which have been ` 


taken to put into effect the aims and objects af the 
organization. 

In this country a series of nine National Co-operating 
Bodies has been built up under the Ministry in accord- 
ance with Article VII of the Unesco constitutioa. 
These Bodies, representing the arts, education, mass 
communication, social sciences, libraries, museums, 
natural sciences, letters and philosophy and architecture 


, and planning, have been formed to advise the Minister 


of Education and the Director-General of Unesco. 
The role of National Co-operating Body has for ttis 
year been filled by existing organizations for two >f 
these subjects ; the Royal Institute of British Architects 
taking on Architecture and Planning and the British 
Academy representing Letters and Philosophy. Tae 
Natural Sciences Body is formed by the Royal Society 


` 


six groups, five are made up of the nominated represen- 
tatives of official and unofficial organizations and the 
Mass Communication Body is composed of individuals 
serving in their personal capacities. In addition to 
these organizations there is the United Kingdom 
Committee which performs a general co-ordinating 
function. 

These Co-operating Bodies have already met twice 
this year, and have commenced to fulfil their functions 
of keeping specialist organizations in touch with 
Unesco, and are preparing to carry on with other 
proposed schemes such as the International Theatre 
TInstitcte ‘Scheme under the Arts Body, and a proposed 
Bureau for Educational Exchanges and a National Book 
Centre under the Education and Library Bodies 
respectively. 

The development of the organization of each National 
Body has necessarily varied according to its particular 
need. Sub-Committees have been formed in some cases 
but these vary in kind. There are, for instance, com- 
mittees set up to accomplish a definite task such as the 
sub-committee which reported on the European 
Union Catalogue, and others, such as those set up for 
the translation of world’s classics, which are of a more 
permanent character. The sub-committees of the Mass 
Communication Body are in a different category 
again. These are three in number, for Films, Press and 
Radic ;` the parent Body works largely through these 
permanent sub-committees, and acis mainly in a. 
co-ordinating capacity. 

The United Kingdom Committee itself is not above 
the National Co-operating Bodies but works on a 
parallel status; all have equal access to the Minister 
of Education and to Unesco. Its main function is to 
study policy on broad lines, co-ordinate the activities 
of the Co-operating Bodies, and concern itself with 
matters which do not fall within their provinces. 

A Public Relations Committee has been selected but 
has not yet met as it is not felt that general public 
interest should be stimulated too much before Unesco 
has any concrete results to show. 

Many difficulties have been experienced during this 
first year of operation in connection with relationships 
between the National Co-operating Bodies and the 
Government, and with channels of communication 
between Unesco headquarters and individuals and 
organizations in this country, in addition to the more 
material problems of lack of time, labour and money. 
These problems ate, of course, under constant review 
and will call for much co-operation and patience in 
their solution, but in the meantime one of the most 
urgent tasks is perhaps to spread the knowledge of 
Unesco’s activities through as wide a field as possible 
and to arouse public interest in the organization to the 
gteatest possible degree.

F.I.D. Conference Reports 


The papers given at the August 1947 Conference of the Inter- 
national Federation of Documentation will be published in 3 
volumes at a price of 12.50 Dutch florins (roughly 255.) the set. 
Two of the volumes are already available and contain a number of 
interesting papers. The full list of titles is too long to be given 
here but the following notes may help to indicate the range of 
subjects covered. There are seven papers on various aspects of 
documentary reproduction including ones by Dr. Vernon D. Tate 
on “Photographic reproduction ` and related processes”, by 
Mr. H. E. Wilson on “ The ten-page strip ” and by Mr. Eugene 
Power on “ Factors influencing the cost of miccofira ?. Eleven 
papers are devoted to classification problems such as Dr. J. E. 
Holmsttom’s “A classification of classifications”, M. G. Lorphévre’s 
“ Sur la révision de la Classification Décimale Universelle ” and 
Dip. Ing. W. Mikulaschek’s “ Universelle Dezimalklassification 
oder Spezialklassifikation”. Dr. Jacques Samain described his 
experiments in mechanization for the selection of documents. 
Standardization in relation to documentation, the training of 
documentalists, the new Institut Scientifique du Livre in Poland, 
and the application of classifications to special fields are also 
covered, In addition there are the Aslib Director’s notes on 
progress in Europe since 1939 in various aspects of documentation.

Tue considerable efforts of the Aslib Information 
Committee to establish a comprehensive depository of 
translations have received a severe check from copy- 
tight restrictions. Opinion was widely sought from the 
experts and the unanimity with which they agreed that 
the proposed scheme would lead to infringements of 
copyright was depressing. Even mote exasperating is 
the fect that there is ample evidence that the majority 
of translations would most certainly be freed of copy- 
right by their authors in 
the interests of the scheme, 
and that the scheme itself 
would be widely wel- 
comed and used.
